THE CHUCHOU MASSACRE. 
7 ae 
(Daily Frese; 26th August.) 

Better, perkaps, late than never! It .. 
satisfactory to leis, through the medium 
of the Times correspondent, that the British 
Minister at Peking has notified the Chinese 
Peace Commissioners, Prince Cuno nid 
Li Hure-cuanga, that unless the authors 
of the Chuchou Massacre are punished 
forthwith, Great Britain will have to reeen- 
sider the arrangement for the withdrawal of 
the British troops from the capital. It will 
be remembered that during the Boxer out- 
break the only serious . :trage perpetrated in 
mid-China was at Chuchou, in the province 
of Chekiang, the Taotai of Cliuchou, Pao. 
Ho-ntren, who was directly responsible for 
the atrocity, having had Mr. D. B. 
Teompson roughly thrust from his yamen 
when he applied tu him for assistance. The 
result, as our readers will remember, was the 
savage murder of Mr. and Mrs. ‘l'Hompson 
and their two children, Mr. and Mrs. G. T. 
Warp and oue crild, Miss SnHerwoon, 
Miss M. Mancnesrer, Miss J. C. Desmonn, 
and Mics THIRGOuD, all of the China Inland 
Mussion, under circumstances of such shock- 
jong brutality as would have roused the 
whol: British nation but for the fact that 
the other frightful massacres in North 
China had so fully monopolised attention 
and scarcely left room for further horror 
and indignation. It was on this account, 

robably, and from the comparative distance 
of this secne from the centre of outrage in the 
North, that great delay ensued in the efforts 
to secure the execution of justice on the 
authors of this infainous crime. The Tnotai 
Pao, though at length arrested, was allowed 
to travel to Hangchow in state, with a guard 
of soldiers, every comfort. being supplied to 
him en route. He no doubt. con-idered that 
hie was only carrying out the decrees of the 
Government in ordering the “ painful exter- 
mitation”’ of the foreigners, and great efforts 
were male by the Government to shield 
him, which have so far been successful. 
No doubt it was at thé time of the occur- 
rence inconvenient to press for the punish- 
ment of the Chuchou criminals, for every 
effort was then being concentrated on the 
relief of the Legations at Peking and the 
dispersal of the Boxers and Imperial troops 
in Chihli, Shantung, aud Manchuria. It was 
also desirable to localise the area of distur- 
bance and to secure the neutrality and good- 
will of the officials and people of mid-China. 
Hence presumably the delay in seekingatone- 
meut for this greatand unpardonable crime. 
Now that matters have been to some extent 
straig::‘tened out in the North, however, the 
British Government have turned their atten- 
tion to the Chuchou item in the Chinese 
butchers’ bill. Sir Ernest Satuw has 
evidently received instructions to exact full 


“ reparation for this dastardly massacre, in- 


cluding the punishment of the instigutors 
and officials responsible fur it. This is 
satisfactory, and we hope that the British 
Minister will continue to receive the utmost 
support from the Foreign Office in pressing 
its dcm inds. 

Meantime there is every reison to expect 
that Lr Huna-cuana will oppose this 
demand with every artifice he can muster. 
It is well known that his Auglophobe ten- 
dencies have been confirmed, rather than 
weakened, by his passages at arms with Sir 
Ernest Satow, who, like his predecessor 
Sir CLraupe Macpona.p, finds the wily Lr 
eager to thwart him iu every direction. 
Relations between the ex-viceroy and the 
British Representatives have now been of a 
very strained description for some veare, 
ever since, in fact, Li's visit to Russia.

FRENCEK AND YUNNAN. 


—>— 
(Daily Preaa, 28th August.) 

Anable article contributed by a correspon- 
dent to the Times of the 22nd ult. discusses 
the subject of the forthcoming French 
railway into Yunnan, and we trust that it 
will receive the attention which it deserves 
at home. The writer notes with surprise 
the slight comment occasioned in Pislaad 
by the swift passage of the Yunnan Railway 
Bill through the French Chamber and 
Senate. The resources and communications 
of Yunnan, as he says, were a few ) ears ago 
eagerly debated. British enterprise was 
well tu the frunt there when the Blackburn 
Chamber of Commerce despatched a com- 
mercin! mission under Mr. Consul Bourne, 
about the time when a still more important 
expedition in quest of trade was sent from 
Lyons under M. Brenter. The British 
Government secured the opening of Wuchow 

-and Nanning as treaty-ports un the West 
River, and British Consuls were for the 
firet time appointed to towns in that pro- 
vince. The extension of the Burma railway 
system to the frontier at Kunlon Ferry on 
the Salween was undertaken, and Bniish 
engineera were sent to survey the region 
between Burma and the Yangtsze. Finally 
the English and French, in settling their 
differences about Siam, introduced clauses 
into the agreement by which they bound 


‘large maps, and especially to geological 
‘maps, of the region between Russian 
“Central Asia and Tonkin, will perceive 
“that the junction of Russia and France 
‘across a table-land, varying in altitude 
“from 6,000ft. to 16,000ft. and strétching 
“ for nearly ¥,000 miles, is hardly within the 
‘range of practical politica, even if wo 
‘‘aasume that the English in India would 
“ remain inactive while this great movement 
“ proceeded.” M. Dovumer himself, of 
course, has declared that he only aims at 
the “ pacific conquest " of Yunnan. But, 
as the Times correspondent points out, a 
railway may incidentally produce political 
consequences. The mere construction and 
working of the line may entail disturbances ; 
friction with China in Yunnan or elsewhere 
may lead to military operations, which the 
railway would facilitate ; military operations 
may, if successful, ond in ® permanent 
occupation of the province. These possible 
results, it will readily be unuerstood, are of 
moment, not only to China, but to England 
and her Indian Empire. 

We publish in another column some 
interesting extracts from notes by Captain 
FERNAND BERNARD on the prospects of the 
Yunnan railway. The Captain, it will be 
seen, is no optimist about profits from the 
rnilway in the near future, but he holds, 
like many of his countrymen, whe, though 
not sharing the enthusiasm of M. Doumzr, 
have given their adhesion to the scheme, 
that the security of French Indo-China 
demands that France should not let another 
European Power settle boldly on the high 
table-lands close to Tonkin. Jt is hardly 
necessary to point out that no European 
Power intends so to settle. The only aspira- 
tions to suzerainty over Yunnan have been 
expressed by French writers. A section of 
the French colonial party is more outspoken 
than M. Doumgn. Sie therefore necessary 
to insist, as tho writer in the Times says, 
upon the fact that Yunnan is the common 
hinterland of Burma and French Indo- 
China, and that its appropristion by 
France cannot be tolerated. aoe eee 
tion of the 15th January, 1996, the English 
and French Governments agreed that ‘all 
privileges and advantages conceded in 
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. Yunnan to either Power in the past or in the 


future should be extended and rendered 
common to both Powers, and they engaged 
to use their influence and good offices with 
the Chinese Government for this purpose. 
Treaty obligations, theu, preclude France 
from exclusive action in Yunnan, But tse 
Times correspondent. sees no urgency in the 
British line across the Burma-Yunnan fron- 
tier, the great field for our commercial work 
being the Yangtsze Valley. He admits, 
however, that while the energies of Englund 


are directed to this region her attention” 


should not be diverted from Yunnan. He 
proceeds to quote in this connection certain 
words from the pen of M. Leroy Beartieu: 
—‘ Jt is curious to observe how, in France, 
“go soon as.we have acquired a new colony, 
“we no longer think of its resources, but 
“rather dwell on the wealth of the sur- 
‘rounding country to which it affords us 
‘access. Then, on becoining posses-ed of 
“this, we forget the gool features formerly 
emphasised, and desire that which is still 
“further away, thus for ever leaving the 
‘substance for the shadow." As may be 
seen, Captain Fernanpn BERNARD makcs 
substantially the same observation. This 
perpetual craving for advance on the pact 
of the extremists of the French colonial 
party is a dangerous factor in the situa- 
tion in South China, Great Britain, as 
the writer whom we began by quoting 
says, can have no objection to . French 
projects for the industrial and com- 
mercial development of Yunnan, but the 
railway avowedly constructed for this pur- 
pose must not be made an instrument for 
the stealthy absorption of the hinterland of 
British Burma. It wou'd obviate the 
risk of this if we could hope for any pre- 
gress in the near future with the Burma 
Yunnan scheme. But as this is considered 
highly improbable by thuse Lest acquainted 
with the state of affairs, all that remains 
for us is to grow reconciled to the fact, while 
watching that the home authorities do not 
throw away by apathy the privileges con- 
ferred on Britain as well as on France by 
the agreement of the 15th January, 1806, 


NEARING THE END OF 
NEGOTIATIONS. 


—_—__—_—<>—_ - — 
(Daily Preae, 80th August.) 

The last stage in the negotiations het ween 
the Powers and China appears to have been 
reached. An Imperial cdict against the 
import of arms into China has been accepted 
by the Ministers, and on Wednesday night 
two more edicts, of a nature not specified, 
were expected. On the issue of these, the 
representatives of the Powers are prepared 
to sign the Protocol, and peace will have 
been established between Chiua and the 
rest_of the world. Theoretically, of course, 


there has been no war, but the divergence ° 


between theory and fact in this crisis has 
been great. Tt was on diplomatic and com- 
mercial grounds emicently desirable not to 
recognise the existence ot any rupture, and 
the fiction, aided by the curious apathy 
which co-exists with the homogeneity of 
China, has served its end. The signature 
of the Protocol will mark the actual restora- 
tion of that peace between the various 


nations concerned which kas been assumed ° 


never to have been broken. With the 
signature of the Protocol, too, the Mission 
of our recent visitor Prince CHux to Berlin 
will be able to achieve its object, for there 
can be little doubt that the London Daily 
News correspondent is right in uttributing 
the Prince's delay at Basle to political rea- 
sons, the Kaiser declining to reveive the 
Mission until the Protocol has been signed. 
The . Kaiser could not do otherwise. 


Whether there bas or has rot been, 
an international war, while diplomatic 
relations between China and Germany (as 
between China and any other Power) are 
in their present state, no apology such as 
Prince Cuun conveys could be accepted. 
The signature of the Lrotocol is the 
material sign of China's atonement fer her 
violation of international ethics. ‘Phe 
murder of Baron von KeETTRLER, grave 
outrage though it was, was but a small 
part of China s offence. 

The edict which the Ministers’ meeting 
bas approved forbids the import of arms. 
and presumably also ammunition, inte 
China. The terms of the compact between 
the Powers and China already forbid) this, 
but the issue of an edict confirms the Chi- 
hese Government's attitude in the matter. 
At present, we know, ia spite of the xtreau- 
ous efforts of the Powers, arms-smugyling 
ona large seale is proceeding both in Central 
aud in South China. This edict brings with 
it a correspondent pressure on the Chinese 
authorities Co use stronger methods to detect 
and stop the underhand conveyance of arms 
into the Emynre, while binding them te 
check the formerly lawful itsportation as 
well. Of course, it is obviedus that the 
stoppaye of the import of arms and am. 
munition trem oabread will uet disarm 
China. From all accounts it is clear that 
exceptional business prevails ia the Chinese 
arsenals at the present time. An official 
in the Chinese Governinent cuploy re- 
cently told an interviewer that the factories

Finally, the manner 
in which Mr. Osnorne was put off at the 
Sanitary Board, with a meagre abstract from 
the documents for which he asked, has beeu 
noticed by us, and has aroused no little in- 
dignation among those who expected that the 
Cavernment would makeat last some attempt 
to justify ita sneers at the Sanitary Roard's 
manner of carrying out its duties, expre-sed 
in the memorandum on the Colony's Petition 
to the Secretary of State. It is not to be 
expected that satisfactory replies will he 


‘forthcoming ta-day on all these points, but. 


‘the only way in which information can be 
lyined is by pressing repeatedly for it. A 
continued refusal, as in the case of the 
explanation asked for by Mr. Osnorne, tells 
its own tale. The manner in which Mr. 
WHITEHEAD'S questions will he met to-day 
will be watched with extreme interest.

In the vast majority of the cases in which 
such authority has not been obtained, the 
interference with rights has been so insigni- 
ficant as to occasion little or no inconvenience 
and to call forth no complaint. 

5. It is, however, desirable to obtain statutory 
validity for such past Crown leases as have, to 
any extent, interfered with public or private 
rights, and also to obtain statutory authority 
for the granting in the future of Crown leases 
of portions of the foreshore or bed of the sea in 
cases where the Governor in Council considers 
sach leases expedient. 

6. Tho proviso in section 2 is inserted to 
prevent any interference ex post facto with 
a judgment of the Supreme Court regarding 
Lantao Marine Lot No. 2, in which case the 
Court held that a Crown lease could not operate 
so as to deprive certain fishermen of their 
prescriptive right to take coral and shelis from

THE CASE OF INSPECTOR MILLS. 


HARSH TREATMENT OF A SANITARY 
OFFICER, if 


In April last,- it will be remembered. Ia- 
spector Mills, of the Sanitary Department, 
was arrested ona charge of manslaughter, on 
the evidence of three Chinese, who alleged that 
he had caused the death of a Chinaman by 
pushing him from the roof of a house, whic 
he, Mills, was inspecting. Mills denied the 
charge, and stated that the deceased was asleep, 
and on being suddenly aroused by a rush of 
coolies from the rooms below, who were trying 
to escape the inspector, he rolled from the roof 
and was killed. 

Previous to his employment as inspector, 
Mills had resigned from the Gaol, where he | 
served as a gaoler. He was originally a 
soldier, and claims to have good papers. While 
he was employed. under the Sanitary Board ' 
here he bore a good character. 

On being charged at the Police Court with 
manslaughter, Mills pleaded not guilty, and 
was subsequently released on bail. Being in 
receipt of a equivalent‘to $105 per month, 
and having a wife and children—one of who 
died during his trouble—Mills was uoable to 
engage 8 lawyer, having uo money, and the 
Government which he served declined to provide 
him with counsel, although the accident had 
taken place whilst he was engaged in his duty. 

Being in aetate of mind which can easily be 
conceived with such a grave charge against 
him, Mills asa last resource, was com lled to 
borrow $200 to secure lawyer, and this sum 
was made up of small amounts, such as $2 and 
$5, contributed by Chinese. 

Having engaged counsel, he received the

Justice and dismissed.

Inspector Mills states that he duly appeared 
before the Executive Council, presided over by 
H. E. Sir Henry Blake, and admitted borrowing 
the money (he had done so bafore he was accused 
—see letter of 20th May). He pleaded that in 
doing so he was unaware that he had ‘broken 
any Colonial Uffice Rule or Regulation. When 
asked if he desired to call any witnesses, he 
requested that the Hon. F. H. May, Captain 
Superintendent of Police, and Chi Hing, the 

- Chief Detective Informer, should attend, as well 
as other Chinese. The case was adjourned. 

At the second hearing, about a week later, 
the two witnesses Mills first requested were not 
present, and on his asking why, he was informed 
they had sent in written statements (which were 
not read to him) and were unable to appear. 

Mills alleges that he was not convicted on 
the original charge, but wax punished on a 
subsequent charge (of which he had no notice} 

namely, that he borrowed money and did not 
return it. He pleaded he was unable to do so 
when the men would not accept it. 

The punishment inflicted on him was that 
his annual increment would not be granted from 
the 16th November, 1901, for twelve months. 
In addition he was severely reprimanded. 

On the Ist August, 1901, Mills states that he 
sent in his pay-sheot, and when it was returned 
he found his increment had been stopped from 
the 11th inst. 

The following letter is scarcely to be wondered

Sir,—I have the honour herewith to tender 
you my resiguation ax Sanitary Inspector of 
the Sanitary Board. which I trust will be at 
once accepted and p:rmission granted to me 
to leave immediately. 

My reasons for leaving the service should 
ba readily understood by you and H.-. the 
Governor, for I consider that in regard to 
the attitude of the Government towards me

Mr. Kuster stood in bow of gig with a boat- 
hook, ready to strike. The serpent had now 
lowered its head again. but on approach of the 
gig suddenly struck out, hitting blade of one of 
the oars, turning the sailor tartle-back. It then 
raised its head to the levelof the launch's darvit— 
about 15 feet—at a distance of not more than 1 
feet from the gig. and 3u feet from the lauach 
—where I stood. The crew of gig were scared 
and prepared to jamp overboard. Mr. Kuster, 
still standing in bow of gig, prepared to strike 
with the boat-hook. but before he could do so 
the monster suddenly dived and made off. Its 
action in swimming was like that of an ordin 
water-suake. The water being clear, the reptile 
could be plainly seen afew feet down. It dived 
very quickly and made considerable disturbance 
of the water. 

We judged tho serpent to be from 40 to 50 feet 
long and about a foot in diameter. It had a 
kind of crest on its head and two fios high up 
on the neck, jast behind the jaws. The thickest 
part of its body appeared to be about 15 feet 
from the head, tapering both ways. Its head 
was as big as a Rugby football, with large eyes, 
and mouth opened wide when striking. It wa. 
cf avery dark colour on the ba:k—striped and 
mottled, but lighter on the belly. 

As soon as the serpent disappeared and we on 
the launch had recovered from our first surprise, 
I ordered the ten-barrelled Nordenfeldt to be 
loaded. and launch moved slowly round for 
15 or 20 minutes in hopes that the reptile 
would reappear, but, not doing 80, vessel pro- 
ceeded on her way to Boddam Cove.

FRENCH RAILWAYS IN YUNNAN.

Fernand Bernard, a correspondent sends us the 
following extracts, which deal with the French

The line from Hanof to Laokai and Yunnan 
is the necessary instrament of our.future policy.

That its span will have important 
results does not, however, seem certain. The. 

| country between Vietri aud Laokai is nearly all 
desert, and wé cannot expect local traffic of 
any great amount, nor an important movement 
of passengers. In these circumstances we can- 
not look for a repetition of the results obtained 
this year by the Phulangchuovg-Langson line. 
This line, which is one hundred kilometres 
long, derives nearly a third of its receipts from 
the transport of troops for military posts on the 
route and beyond it. The Langson railway, on 
the otehr hand, transferred in 1899all the working 
stock and the personnel engaged iu the coustruc- 
tion of a branch Jine and in the widening of the 
railroad. This was an accidental traffic, and 
the receipts of the line, which has been open 
for five years, hardly reach £152 per kilometre. 
There is, besides, betwoen Hanoi and Laogeon. 
no natural way to Gompete with tho railway. 


Formerly there was a road from Phulang- | 


chueng, but it was abandoned, and eventually 
the iron brid were carried away. Some of 
them lie beside their ancient site, ethers have 
been used in the construction of the Laokai- 
Yen Bay road, which has gained a monopoly of 
the trafiic. 

Tho traffic with Yunnan of the Vietri- 
Laokai line only reached 10,000 tons last year. 
Traffic from Haiphong to Laokai can ba effect- 
ed by steamboat or punk from Yon Bay, and 
the price per ton is, in the case of a steamboat, 
50 to 63 francs, and of a junk, 36 to 33 francs 
—that ia to ssy, from ¥ to 12 centimes per 
kilometric too. With the average at 10 cen- 
times, the receipts will reach 1,000 francs. 
The trade, it is true, may increase, but even 
the most optimistic do uot look for anything 
beyond 40,000 tons, which would still rapresent 
s considerable annual deficit. From. Laokai to 
Meng-Tse it is possible to get better, but yet 
insufficient, results. The present charge for 
traffic is 38 centimes per kilometre, and the 
railway may establish high tariffs—15 to 20 
centimes, for instance. 

We hope for the development of Yunnan, 
but we are ignorant of the nature of the 
province.

RUSSIAN OUTRAGE AT 
NEWCHWANG. 


—- Sw ——_— 

At Newchwang on the 11th inst. an outrage 
took place which has led to the British and 
United States Consuls taking the matter up 
vigorously. It appears that two young employ- 
ees of the firm of Messrs. Bush Bros., onea British 
and the other an United States citizen, were 
illegally arrested and threatened with bayonets 
and loaded rifles by a small party of Coxsacks 
outside the Russian lines at Newchwang. The 
facts of the case are ax follows: — 

About 8 p.m. on 11th the two gentlemen in 
question, accompanied hy Mr. H. F. Bushs 
Japanese wrestler, acting a3 carrier, set out 
towards the Eastern Marsh. On their way back, 
south of the Russian Settlement, near the third 
creek, well outside the bounds of the Ruasiau 
Settlement, a few crows flew towards them. and 
the American firedand baggedove. Then walking 
homeward about 100 yards north of where the 
pilot boats are generally docked. they heard 
shouts from two Cossacks. One got in front. 
while the other stayed behind. The ous in 
front motioned the little party to return with 
him to the Settlement: anu as they could not 
understand his reason for stopping them. he 
flew into a rage, drew back his rifle with fixed 

bayonet, and lunged within a few inches of the 
young Americans thigh. As they were still 
reluctant to go back, he loaded his rifle, which 


was at full-cock, and pointed it at the 
American who was in front. at the sume 
time saying “ Txo-bah'’: no doubt meaning 


him to go, or he would shoot. Finding it was 
useless to refuse any longer they were made to 
walk in front of the soldiers, as prisoners. Just 
at this moment the party called out to the 
Japanese wrestler, requesting him to return 
immediately with the news to Mr. H. A. Bush.

His Lordship gare his decision on the point 
of law for the consideration of which the Court 
was adjourned on the previous day.

His Lordship said the point he had to 
decide arose out of the second paragraph of the 
defendants’ answer, in which was mentioned, 
in the following terms, a note handed by the 
defendant to the plaintiff:—‘‘We are now in 
a position to accept your offer definitely for 
the parchase of Kowloon Marine Lot No. 39, 
for the sum of $325.0 0 net, and will not enter 
into further negotiations with any one.” After 
reading the whole of the paragraph and quoting 
authorities, His Lordship said he could not get 
over the words “now in a position,” which to 
his mind implied the surmounting of difficulties 
that havo previously existed. He therefore 
refused to admit tho evidence. 

Mr. Francis—In consequence of your 
Lordship's decision, which practically amounts 
to judgment for the plaintiff, I-shonld like to ask 
that, in view ofa possible appeal, your Lord- 
ship will permit all the written correspondence 
to be put in, to forma basis for argument on 
the appeal. If we go to the Court of Appeal, 
it .is best to know exactly what evidence we 
propose to put in. 

Mr. Poilock had no objection to all the 
documents going in.

MAKING UNNECESSARY NOISES. 
—~e— 


Before Mr. Hazeland on the 20th inst., Mr. 
Master, of Messrs. Johnson. Stokes and 
Master, prosecuted the Manager of the Fuk 
Cheong Kngineering Works at Bowrington, 
for disturbing him‘and others at nights by the 
noise caused by boiler-making in defendant's 
works. 

Mr. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, appeared for 
the prosecution, and Mr. Grist for the defence. 

Mr. Master was tho first witness called, aud 


_4Stated that he was kept awake the whole of 
“ night of the 2Ist inst. 


Mr. Howell, bailiff, Supreme Court, the 
second witness, said practically the same thing. 
Mr. Master recalled, pointed out on a Directory 
map the position where his house stood. He said 
he believed his house was registered in Victoria. 
Mr. Grist declared that he did not proposa 
to call any witnesses, and would leave his friend 
the Crown Solicitor to address His Worship. 
Mr. Bowley rising to address the Court said 
he did not know what line of defence his friend 
would take, except that the placo where the 
noise made was not within the limit of the 
town. He took it, however, that it did not 
matter where the noise was made, as lony as the 
people who were disturbed thereby were within 
the limits of the town. His friend might cluim 
that the Ordinance was merely intended to do 
away with noises which were made by the watch- 
men at night, fifty years ago to show that they 
were vigilant. (Reading preamble to Ordinance). 
But one could certainly not limit the scope of the 
Ordinance byits preamble, nor was the Ordinance 
intended to be so limited. The heading of the 
Ordinance clearly shows that, as i( reads, “ for 
the better securing of peace to th u. ants 
of the town of Victoria.” Moreover, another 
passage in the Ordinance plainly says: ‘* No 
person or persons whatsoever,’ are permittcd 
to make unnecessary noises between sun- 
set apd sunrise. A preamble, continued 
Mr. Boule , is only useful to clear up some 
ambiguity of the effective part of the Ordinance 
(quoting some examples). Legislation states

Morrison Hill and Bowrington are therefore 
within the limits of the town. 

Counsel for prosecution here quoted several 
Ordinances of 1¢88. In conclusion, the Crown

even if not included in the limits of the town, 
if only so within the vicinity and distance that 
the noises can annoy, it comes under the mean- 
ing of the Ordinance. ‘I he only case previously 
was decided by Mr. Has ings, in 1896, where a 
brick fell on a gentleman while in bed at 
the Peak Hotel, the question arose, was the 
Peak within the limit of the town. His learned 
friend, who defended at the time, won the deci- 
sion on the plea with which Mr. Hastinga 
concurred, that the Peak was not within the 
limic of the town, asa long stretch of open 
green was between the Peak and the city. In 
this case, of course, it was different, and that 
contention would not hold good. 

Mr. Orist io reply, quotiny from the Or- 
dinance in qnestion. said it prohibited unneces- 
sary noises, in Victoria, or annoyance to people 
in the vicinity of Victoria He maintained 
that there had been no evidence shown to prove 
that the noixe complained of had been unneces- 
sary. The fact of the matter was, it was a most 
necessary noise.

Mr. Bowley—I object Your + orship to any 
evidence being brought in, or I shall take the 
privilege of replying.

As I said, 
Your Worship, tbe prosecution has failed to 
prove the noise was not necessary. 

Mr. Bowley—If evidence is going to be 
put in, let defendant be put in the witness 
box, so that I may cross-examine him. 

Mr. Grist—I need not prove the noise 
was 4 necessary one, the prosecution must 
prove it was unnecessary. The Ordinance 
alluded to only applied to the City of 
Victoria ax it was in 844. There is 
nothing to show what were the limits of the 
City at that time. And he (Mr. Grist) woud 
submit that it was quite necessary to prove that 
the persons annoyed resided within tho limits 
of the town as it was then. As for his 
learned friend's contention about the expansion 
of the city limite by a continued row of houses, 
let them take Bristol or Loudon. The limits of 
the City of London have never yet been en- 
larged. They are still the same as formerly, 
though the City has expanded all round. 

Mr. Bowley—This Ordinanco applies to town 
not city. 

Mr. Grist continuing said: What is generally 
understood by town? It usually means a place 
that has shops, where various necessaries can be 
bou-:ht, now, from the Clock Tower to Morrison 
Hill there certainly is not a line of shops. Main- 
taining that the prosecution made out no case 
whatever, he would ask His Worship to dismiss

Aruovau this book, in spite of its title; is 


not claimed. by the author to be “a history of 
the siege of the Foreign Legations in Peking,” 


it is nevertheless an interesting and painstaking . 


record of the general courre of the siege taken 
in the main from tho diary which the Rev. :R. 
Allen kept during the siege. Tho result is a 
picturesquely written volume: There is sin- 
gularly vittle of such language as the ordinary 
might fear to find in a missionary’s book, for 
the writer has wisely recognised thut the 
sentiments which may be grateful to the readers 
of u picctoary mogasine are not so acceptable 
to the general public, who are averse to’ too 
much edificatiun. But Mr. Allen speaks up in 
no hesitating manner for the native ( hristians, 
as in the following passage, when he also refers 
to the neglect by the Powers’ representatives in 
Peking of certain sources of information :— 

One could not but be struck throughout 
the whole of the earlier troubles in Peking 
with the strange failure of the Ministers 
use any rogular and efficient moans 
procaring information either of actual 
facts or of the state of feeling: in the 
different parts of the city, or of the probable 
course of events. It would scarcely be untrue 
to say that many missionaries and laymen in 
the city were better informed than the Lega- 
{ions ; and yet the tradition of the Legations 
forbade due weight being givon to their testi- 
mony when offured, and still less was direct 
evidence from Chinese sources admitted. Thus 
it came to pass that the Mivisters seemed to 
display an almost cruel disregard for the 
massacre or sufferings of native Christians, and 
one of the chief elements in our salvation was 
loft to the geucrosity and ability of men who 
had no official connection with the Logations. 

We shall not follow Mr. Allen into the 
details of the siege. His narrative = out 
well the points with which wo are already 
familiar, but which bear being heard aguin— 
the steadfastness of the beeleged, the atraits to 
which they wore reduced, the occasional 
blunders and panics, tho general choerfalnoss, 
the treachery of the Chinese outhorities, the 
curious variety in the character of the attack, 
now and then pressed with tremendous vigour, 
but usually moro ostentatious than actually 
dangerous. All theee and other features of tho 
memorable siege Mr. Allon tells with fidelity. 
Nor is he destitute of the sense of humour. 
He appreciates the literary qualities of the 
writings of M. Pichon, the French Minister. 
On the morning of the day when the relief 
column actually arrived, the besieged were 
busy speculating on the hour at which ‘the 
Allies would get in and listening to the sounds 
of battle outside. Some went up on the olty 
wall to watch the shelling of gates. . 
Pichon, says Mr. Allon, who did so, has written 
8 little prose lyric in his ususl picturesque 
style on the beauty of the scene :— 

Le soleil s'est levé dans un ciel dasur. 
Laineapire eat <! une acotanlt imple. 
"horizon .se degage  perte de vue, on apercot 
la ligne biewe dee collines qui se détackent sur 
un fond clair et doré, and so on.

As though to make up for the untoward 
conditions that had already caused the postpone- 
ment of the Gymkhana, the weather on the 24th 
inst was at its best—not too warm, but with an 
occasional breeze that added to the pleasantness 
of the day.

European 
or Chinese, wonld be permitted to buy their
